OBITUARY 

No. 3/1/2011-Public. —Shri Dorjee Khandu, Chief Minister of Arunachal Pradesh, died in a helicopter 
qrash in Arunachal Pradesh on April 30, 2011. ~ 

2 Bom on March 3, 1955, Shri Dorjee Khandu was in the Indian Army Intelligence Corps and worked 
there for more than seven years. He also received a gold medal for the meritorious intelligence services rendered 
(luring Bangladesh War. Later he was engaged in social activities for village people of Tawang District and 
looked after their welfare uptil 1980. In 1980, he was elected uncontested as the First Anchal Samiti Member 
(ASM) and worked in same capacity till 1983. He became the Chairman of Culture and Cooperative Societies, 
Tawang in 1982. 

3. Shri Khandu was elected uncontested as District Vice President, West Kameng District Zilla 
Parishad in 1983. He was also engaged in intensive social works during 1987-1990 and was instrumental in 
bringing water supply, electricity, communication, schools, religious institutions, etc. to far flung villages. 

4. In March 1990, he was elected uncontested to the First Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Arunachal Pradesh from Thingbu-Mukto constituency. In March 1995, Shri Khandu was re-elected to Second 
Legislative Assembly of the State from the same constituency. He also became the Minister of State for 
Cooperation on March 21, 1995 and Cabinet Minister for Animal Husbandry & Veterinary, Dairy Development 
on September 21, 1996. In October 1999, he was elected to Third Legislative Assembly of the State. He became 
Minister for Mines, Relief & Rehabilitation from October 2002 to July 2003 and in the same year became Minister 
for Relief & Rehabilitation and Disaster Management. In 2004, Shri Khandu was re-elected unopposed from 
Mukto constituency and became the Minister for Power, NCER and Relief and Rehabilitation. 

5. On April 9, 2007, Shri Khandu became the Chief Minister of Arunachal Pradesh and was again 
elected unopposed from the same constituency and sworn in as the Chief Minister on 25th October, 2009. 

6. Through several new initiatives, he helped establish synergy between the schemes of the State 
and the Central Government. He took pro-active steps for expeditious implementation of the Prime Minister’s 
Package and construction of trans-Arunachal highways and timely completion of a large number of other 
projects. As a strong votary of citizen-centric administration and with the motto of ‘PEOPLE FIRST’, he 
introduced ‘Third Party Monitoring System’ for ensuring transparency in developmental works. The fact that 
several sectors such as hydropower, tourism, mineral development, agriculture, food processing and agro-based 
Industries in the State, generate income and employment for a large segment of population, is a glowing tribute 
to his visionary leadership. 

7. Shri Dorjee Khandu, Chief Minister of Arunachal Pradesh is survived by his four wives, five sons 
and two daughters. 

8. In the death of Shri Khandu, the Nation has lost an eminent leader and a person of great moral 
calibre, known alike for his deep love for the country and abiding affection for his people.
